ASI annual budget for 
student jobs, alternate 
transportation grows

With more than $268,000 grant- 
ed to Associated Students Inc.,; ASI 
President Angela Arriola and the 
board of directors are developing 
additional student employment 
opportunities and alternate modes of 
transportation programs. 


President Alexander Gonzalez 
granted ASI the money under the 
condition that 60 percent of the 
funds go toward campus work pro- 
grams and the remaining 40 percent 
go to developing alternate modes of 
transportation. 

To use the money efficiently, 
Arriola is setting up a task force 
composed of representatives from 
ASI, University Transportation and 
Parking Services and students. 

“Anything we, ASI, can do to 
improve the student experience at 
Sacramento State, either offer

work study funds and moving ASI 
volunteer positions to paid posi- 
tions, Arriola said. 


force will also look at adding bike 
paths and bike compounds on cam- 
pus, additional and more frequent 
shuttle stops and longer shuttle 
operating hours. 

Today, the ASI board of directors 
will meet to appoint additional 
members to the task force along 
with Arriola, ASI Vice President of 
Finance Tiffany Huang and 
Associate Vice President for 
Finance Suzanne Green. 

The task force will decide on 
how to best allocate the funds and 
then present its proposals to the ASI 
board of directors for approval. 


Despite the money being given to 
ASI over the summer, ASI couldn’t 
appoint a task force until the start of 
the semester. 

The task force will meet over the 
course of the 2006-07 fiscal year to 
determine what programs need the 
money, but nothing will happen 
“overnight,” Huang said, adding 
that the task force will work hard to 
take things into action. 

The budget for transportation 
and work programs was originally 
set for $120,000. The money grant-

Initiatives help recent veterans adjust to 
campus environment across CSU system

Thomas Kroom is eager to start college in 
January. He looks forward to meeting new 
friends, studying business and playing on the 


baseball team. 


But when Kroom discusses his apprehen- 

sions about starting college, he no longer fits 

the profile of a typical freshman. And a typical 

freshman he is not. When Kroom starts at 

Sacramento State, he will arrive at the age of 25, as a war veteran. 
Kroom is one of approximately 60,000 California veterans who 


will exit the Armed Forces this year, trading military fatigues for 
civilian attire. This transition presents many new challenges: finding 
employment, adjusting to social activities and, for people like 
Kroom, going back to school. 


Identity theft is a growing problem 
everywhere, even on college campus- 


es, said Katrina Sullivan a telephone 
service representative for Identity Theft 
Protection Services. And it has hit 
home. 

Two unidentified men entered at 
least five classrooms, during the course 
of a week, posing as career center 
employees, said Sgt. Kelly Clark of the 
University Police Department. 

Career Center Director Beth Merritt 
Miller said the two men entered the 
classrooms stating they were there to 
recruit for an internship but didn’t state 
with whom. She added that the center 
acted quickly upon finding out about 
this situation. 

“Once we received word that these 
men were doing this, we contacted the 
University Police and filed a report,” 
Merritt Miller said. “We also made 
calls to all the colleges to notify their 
faculty.” 

Clark said the men obtained names 
and contact information and that a 
motive has not been determined. He 
added that campus police is still inves- 
tigating whether social security num- 
bers were obtained. 

“We are definitely concerned,” 
Clark said. “Anytime information is 
solicited, we always consider identity 
theft. The fact that this information can 
be used to open up bank and checking 
accounts, or to obtain a credit card, is 
what we are concerned about.” 

The idea of identity theft surfacing 
On campus is scary, said: freshman 
Mackinzie Dearth, a biological sci- 
ences major. 

“I have a friend from back home 
that had her identity stolen,’ Dearth 
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Sergeant First Class Erick Macher, an Army ROTC training adviser, gets ready to instruct

Beach. “I’m not decorated," he said of his medals. "Christmas trees are decorated.”

Plans are underway to transform res- 
idential accommodations on 
Sacramento State’s campus, said 


Housing and Residential Life Director 


Cynthia Cockrill last week. 
Phase one, which will create a new 


600-bed housing development, is in its 
final stage of planning. Groundbreaking 
is slated for next semester. 

Once plans are finalized this week, 
they will be forwarded to the California 
State University board of trustees for 
review and approval, Cockrill said. 

The apartment-style residence will 
be built on the parking lot near Foley 
Hall and will feature personal bath- 
rooms, kitchenettes and common living 
areas on each floor. 

Rooms range from single beds to 
four-bedroom suites. The residence 
completion is slated for fall 2009. 

“The goal of.this new housing devel- 


opment is to create more of a communi- 
ty,” said Cockrill, adding that plans 
include the construction of a common 
living area where on-campus students 
can meet peers from other residences. 

These plans coincide’ with 
Destination 2010, the campus’ center- 
piece initiative to improve the nation- 
wide image of the university. 

‘The improvement in residential hous- 
ing will make Sac State a place to live, not 
just a place to stop,” Cockrill said. 

Chris Ramos, Associated Students 
Inc. vice president of university affairs,

Army instructor awarded Purple Heart, 
Bronze Star Medal while serving in Iraq

What started as merely an opportunity to get out of the house 
turned into a career that taught Sergeant First Class Erick Macher 
patience and to appreciate those who serve the country. 

Sgt. Macher joined the military straight out of high school. 

He graduated from Armijo High School in Fairfield, where he 
attended a junior ROTC program. His father was an infantry man 
during the Vietnam War in the 1960s. 

“I joined just to get out of the house, but I always wanted to 
serve,’ Macher said. “It was a good opportunity back then.” 

Macher served as a scout platoon sergeant for Task Force 1-7 dur- 
ing Operation Iraqi Freedom from February 2004 to February 2005. 
Macher was stationed in the Iraqi cities of Tikrit and Bayji. As a pla- 
toon sergeant, Macher’s mission was to train and take care of the sol- 
diers and to make certain they could face whatever obstacles came 


their way. 


During his time, Macher was awarded the Bronze Star Medal, 
which is given to those serving in the military who differentiate them- 
selves for heroic or commendable achievement. Macher said modest- 
ly that it is an award given to those who do their job, and do it to the 
best of their ability. He said it is one most leaders receive who are in 
charge of a large group of soldiers. 

Macher was also awarded the Purple Heart, a military decoration 
given to those who have been wounded or killed in combat. Macher 
was injured in an armored Humvee when an Improvised Explosive 
device, in the form of a roadside bomb exploded. Macher suffered 


shrapnel cuts on his right leg and forehead. He also suffered a con- 
cussion, bruises on his leg and a dislocated knee. 


“I was one of the lucky ones,” Macher said.

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New parking structure will 


hold about 3,000 spaces, 
make it largest of CSUs

Parking Structure III, which is slated to 
open January 2007, will be the largest struc- 
ture in the California State University sys- 
tem, providing 3,043 new parking spaces, 
Associate Vice President of Facilities 
Services Ron Richardson said. 

Currently, the largest structure in the 
CSU system is a parking garage at CSU 
Long Beach with 2,700 spaces. The current 
second largest is a parking garage at CSU 
Northridge, which has 2,200 spaces, 
Richardson said. 

Construction on Parking Structure III is 
on schedule and the new garage will be open 
in time for the spring semester, Richardson 
added. 

With the completion of this project, Sac 
State will have “ample parking during the 
first month of classes, which we didn’t have

this semester,” Richardson said. 

Once this structure is completed, Sac 
State will have a total of 12,353 parking 
spaces, said Nancy Fox, director of 
University Transportation and Parking 
Services. 

“(Parking Structure II) was originally 
3,200 spaces, but we came in over our 
approved budget and we had to take some 
building out,” Richardson said, adding that 
the current budget for the parking structure 
is $33 million and there have been no issues 
with its construction. 

“They’re good, responsive contractors,” 
Richardson said. 

While 3,000 spaces may seem like a 
huge addition, Fox said it will be put to good 
use. 

“This structure will be needed,” said 
Fox, adding that Sac State’s growth projec- 
tions suggest that this structure will be very 
necessary in the future. Fox also said that 
extracurricular events such as the NCAA 
track and field trials and the Olympic track 
and field trials, both held at Sac State, will 
warrant the need for more parking spaces. 

Although Sac State does hold a number 





of outside events 
that could make 
good use of Parking 
Structure III, more 
students are proba- 
bly concerned about 
parking during 
school hours. 

“T don’t like sit- 
ting around waiting 
for a parking spot,” 
said sophomore Eric Riggs, a graphic design

major. “I picked my classes around rush 


hour, so I wouldn’t have to deal with that.” 

Even though some might not agree, Fox 
said she was pleasantly surprised by the 
parking situation Sac State faced at the 
beginning of this semester. 

“Tt was better than I expected it to be,” 
Fox said.““We’ ve been able to park everyone 
every day.” She said the various off-campus 
lots leased for the semester have been a huge 
help. 

“Parking this semester has been about 
how we expected it to be — challenging,” 
Associate Vice President of Public Affairs 
Frank Whitlatch said in an e-mail. Whitlatch 
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said parking has been the worst between 
7:30 a.m. and | p.m. 

Once Parking Structure III is completed, 
there will be a huge change in the flow of 
traffic, Fox said, explaining that a huge 
amount of cars will be coming into the new 
garage. This issue has already been 
addressed, she said. 

“The roadways have already been 
adjusted,” Fox said, explaining that the addi- 
tion of a new traffic signal and widened 
roadways should keep traffic caused by the 
new garage to a minimum. 

Even though Sac State will soon have 
more than 3,000 new parking spaces at its 
disposal, administrators don’t expect park- 
ing to be completely problem-free. 

“We still encourage everyone to contin- 
ue to use alternate modes of transportation 
and to have patience,” Fox said. She added: 
“At the start of every semester there is diffi- 
culty parking for the first few days.” 

Sacramento Regional Transit has four 
routes that make direct stops at Sac State 
during the week, as well as the light rail sta- 
tion on 65th Street, which is within walking 
distance of the campus. Students can ride 
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Regional Transit busses and light rails for 
free with a validated OneCard.

Campus 
to go all 
wireless 


University to increase Internet 
hot spots by the end of semester

Despite challenges, Sacramento. State is moving 
toward becoming a completely wireless campus. 

Sac State’s current SacLink wireless connection 
encompasses approximately 160 points on campus, 
and by the end of this semester the university will 
increase that number to 240, said Spencer Freund, asso- 
ciate vice president of Academic Affairs for the 
telecommunication department. 

The increase will create.an equal strength of Internet 
connection throughout the campus, and Freund said he 
hopes this will eliminate failed Internet connections 


some”stidents may experience. while-on campus. He. 
added that connections aré dropped because the system — 


is constantly shared with everyone using the Wireless 
Fidelity connection. 

“Tt’s like being in traffic,’ Freund said. “When 
space is available, people want to take up that space.” 

Freund said the biggest Wi-Fi hot spots include the 
University Union, the Library and Mendocino Hall. 
These facilities experience a high concentration of 
Internet use every day, with user numbers fluctuating 
from zero to triple digits at any given moment, he said. 
These fluctuations account for the reason the system is 
getting an upgrade. 

This year, Sac State’s residence halls implemented 
wireless connection. Previously, residents could only 
go on the Internet through Ethernet cables in their 
rooms. Freund said even with the implementation in 
the dorms, students should know that the wireless sys- 
tem is still shared. 

The implementation of becoming wireless has hit a 
few roadblocks. 

Places like the biology department, located near 
Santa Clara Hall, are more difficult to integrate because 
of the facility’s outdated construction material, Freund 
said. Those older buildings are built from concrete, 
brick and steel, making the structures very difficult to 
penetrate for a wireless connection. 

Funds have also been an obstacle in this project. 

“Only so much money can be given,” Freund said. 
“And there’s only so much we can do at one time.” 

Student opinions on the matter differ. 

‘All I have to do is turn on my computer,” said 
Ashley Martello, a junior family and consumer science 
major. “Everything connects.” 

Freshman psychology major Andrew Boatright’s 
opinion isn’t as optimistic. 

“It'll be on and then it drops all of a sudden,” 
Boatright said. “It makes it hard to keep up with my 
MySpace.” 

When sophomore business major Alfredo Castillo 
first came to Sac State, he was satisfied with the sys- 
tem. He said he liked the fact that he could get Wi-Fi 
anywhere.

Since then he stopped caring. 

“T use it mainly for homework,” Castillo said. “But 
if they upgraded, that would be a lot better.” 

Another upgrade on the horizon for wireless con- 
nectivity is the arrival of Sacramento’s. metropolitan 
area wireless system. 

This new system could eliminate outdated Internet 
systems and consolidate all Wi-Fi systems into one 
entity. 

Wireless Sacramento is spearheading this project, 
known as the Wireless Sacramento Regional Project, 
and plans are still in the implementation phase. 

This plan includes providing basic Internet service 


for free. An upgraded service would be available for a 
fee for better download rates. 

Wireless Sacramento hopes to start development on 
the plan as early as next year. For more information 
about this, visit www.wisac.org 

Freund said the future of Sac State’s wireless sys- 
tem could have students walking and talking with 
someone online while on campus. As technology pro- 
gresses, the campus will see this progress firsthand. 

“We want students to. be able to do anything over 
the Internet,” said Freund.

Security 
heightens 
for debate

To ensure safety on campus during the gubernatori- 
al debate, which is scheduled concurrently with 
Sacramento State’s Saturday Homecoming Game, the 
University Police Deparment will shut down 
Capistrano Hall for the day and increase the number of 
officers on duty. 

On a regular Homecoiar game night, there are 
approximately 10 officers assigned to patrol the event. 
Sgt. Kelly Clark of the campus police said the actual 
number of officers on duty this Saturday cannot be 
released for security reasons. But, by comparison, Clark 
said there will be a substantial amount of police on cam- 
pus, both in uniform and in plainclothes. 

California Highway Patrol officers will provide dig- 
nitary protection, and campus police and the 
Sacramento Police Department will assist by patrolling 
the event. 

To prepare for media personnel, such as radio and 
television crews, covering-the debate, campus police 
decided to close Capistrano Hall, the campus’ music 
building, and its surrounding roadway, Clark said. 

People who are not attending the invite-only event 
will not be allowed inside the building. 

“Jt sucks because we do everything out of this build- 
ing on Saturdays,” said Tracy Maddox, a senior and 
saxophone player in the marching band. ““We’re totally 
being shoved out of the building that we’re in every 
weekend.” 

Since there will be no access to the building 
Saturday, all the band members have to move all of their 
instruments and equipment out of the building and into 
trucks to lock them up Friday night, Maddox said. 

Also, since it’s Homecoming night, returning alum- 
ni band members will not be able to go into Capistrano 
Hall to rehash old memories and see the newly redone 
band room, Maddox said. 

“It’s going to inconvenience us, but we’ll get over 
it,” she said. 

While the Homecoming game and the gubernatorial 
debate being on the same night certainly add complica- 
tions, the campus police force is prepared, Clark said. 

Compared to the NCAA championships and the 
U.S. Olympic trials that were both hosted by Sac State 
in the past, the gubernatorial debate is nothing that the 
campus police force is worried about, Clark said. 

“Tt takes quite a bit of planning to pull off something 
like this, but it’s not the biggest thing we’ ve handled,” 
Clark said. 

The university originally did not want to have the 
debate on the same night as Homecoming, but it was the 
only day both candidates agreed on, Associate Vice 
President of Public Affairs Frank Whitlatch said. 

“We had committed to do everything we could to 
once again host the gubernatorial debate,” Whitlatch 
said. “We believe it is an important thing for Sac State, 
as the only comprehensive four-year university in the 
capital city, to take on.”

Bicycle User Group calls for more say in bike path expansion project 


there was supposed to be a bike trail cut from Hornet 
Crossing to Amador Hall, an aspect of the plan the 
bicyclist group wanted. 

“Apparently that’s not going to happen for sever- 
al reasons,” Orozco said. 

One reason is that the university doesn’t want 
bicycles on populous sidewalks and inner campus. 

“They felt that building this path would create 
more bicycle traffic,” Orozco said. 

Also, the proposed bike path runs through the 
football practice field, and the bike path might disturb 
that practice, Orozco said. 

Another proponent of the bicyclist group is 
William Appleby, who’s working on his second bach- 
elor’s degree in environmental studies. 

“IT got interested in bicycling as a solution to a 
whole slew of environmental, social and health prob- 
lems. The literature refers to bicycling as a win-win 
situation: Everyone benefits by managing congestion

Most companies only ask for 
the last four numbers of social secu- 
rity numbers. If someone asks for 
more than that, people should be 
more reluctant to give it to him or 
her, Sullivan said. 

Career Center employees are tak- 
ing measures to make sure incidents 
like this one do not occur again. 

“We wear name tags and have 
business cards in order to identify 
ourselves,” Merritt Miller said. 
“We also do not go into classrooms 
unless invited by faculty members.” 

Similar problems with identity 
theft occur every few years, Merritt 
Miller said. 

‘Students should always be sus- 
picious of someone collecting per- 
sonal information from them with- 
out knowing exactly what the infor- 
mation is for,’ Merritt Miller said. 

Director of Student Conduct 
Leonard Valdez also said students 
should be cautious with their per- 
sonal information. 

“Students need to be aware of 
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what they are doing and what infor- 
mation they are giving out,” Valdez 
said. 

Valdez said a similar case hap- 
pened a few years ago when two 
men were collecting personal infor- 
mation of a number of women. 

“We found out later that they 
were both on probation for assault 
and theft. They were getting these 
women’s phone numbers, address- 
es and social security numbers so 
that they would know where they 
were at all times and when they 
were home,” Valdez said. 

This is a student safety issue, 
said Valdez. 

“Our first step is to become 
aware of it,” Valdez said. ““Then we 
must find out to what extent it is an 
issue and figure out the best way to 
approach it. Information and differ- 
ent learning activities will then fol- 
low.”

Interruptions are not unusual in 
Graduate student Heather 
Matthew’s life, but two weeks ago 
she had an interruption in her sched- 
ule that she gladly accepted. 

Matthews, along with 18 
California State University students, 
was honored with the 2006-07 
William R. Hearst/ CSU Board of 
Trustees’ Award for Outstanding 
Achievement on Sept. 19 at the 
chancellor’s office in Long Beach. 

“Tt was a pleasant experience 
meeting all these people with differ- 


ent stories and _ situations,” 
Matthews said. “I felt honored to 
meet with the trustees.” 

The prestigious award is given to 
students in the CSU system with 
excellent academic records, exem- 
plary community service and note- 
worthy personal achievements, said 
Paul Browning, CSU media rela- 
tions specialist. 

The founder of the Hearst news- 
paper chain established the William 
Randolph Hearst Foundation 1948 
for philanthropic purposes and part- 
nered with the trustees in 1999 to 
create the award for CSU students. 

The award provides $3,000 to 
each of the students. But Ali C. 
Razi, a retired trustee, endowed a 
special scholarship fund to recog- 
nize this year’s top scholar. 


The Razi scholar receives 


$6,000 scholarship. Two students 








were awarded this year — Anna 
Sorensend of Chico State and Texas 
Keo of CSU Stanislaus. 

While only one nomination is 
allowed from each CSU campus, 
not every university will have a win- 
ner, Browning said. There were only 
19 winners from the 23 CSU cam- 
puses this year. 

Browning said the students 
received a standing ovation from all 
the trustees at the end of the ceremony. 

“Tt felt really good to be repre- 


. senting Sac State,’’ Matthews said. 


Jackie Morris-Henderson, Sac 
State’s scholarship coordinator, said 
all the money will be applied toward 
Matthews’ educational expenses. 

“Everyone’s just ecstatic for 
her,’ Morris-Henderson said.

Continued from A1 
advancing their academic studies on 
campus next year. 

But they are confronted by many 
unique issues, Kroom said. 

“The biggest change when 
you're coming off of active duty is 
going from a rule-driven, rigid sys- 
tem to one that is very much less 
structured,” said Weston, an Air 
Force veteran. “In the military 
there’s always somebody to go to, 
and when veterans get out, that’s 
just gone.” 

He said this transition can be 
very intimidating and that every- 
thing from knowing who to contact 
to sitting in a classroom presents 
new challenges. 

‘You're so used to having step- 
by-step instructions in the military,” 
Weston said. “Then, at college, 
you’re with people with different 
interests and different backgrounds 
that don’t share the history that 
you’ ve experienced. It’s a matter of 
getting comfortable.” 

John Middlesworth, office man- 
ager at the Sacramento Vet Center, 
also sees how difficult the transition 
can be. 

“One of the things that.we’re 
seeing in students is a tough time sit- 
ting in class, being closed in,” he 
said. “Other issues include not deal- 
ing well with crowds, anxiety and 
trouble sleeping.” 

The center, which is part of the 
U.S. Department of Veteran Affairs, 
provides adjustment counseling and 
referral services to veterans to ease 
the transition from military to civil- 
ian life. Individual and group coun- 
seling is offered free of charge to 
address feelings such as anger, nerv- 
ousness and difficulty trusting others. 


New initiative 

The Veterans Education 
Opportunities Partnership, formed 
by Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger in 
March, aims to alleviate transition 
challenges and make post-second- 
ary education more accessible to 
personnel leaving military service. 

“California has the greatest high- 
er education system in the world, 
and our veterans deserve easy 
access to it,” Schwarzenegger said 
in a written statement. “The men 
and women of our armed forces put 
their lives on the line to protect us, to 
protect our country, our state and our 
freedom. We owe them a tremen- 
dous debt of gratitude for their serv- 
ice, and we should do everything we 
can to honor them when their time 
of service has ended.” 


The goals of the program 
include improving outreach to vet- 
erans to inform them of educational 
opportunities, offering greater aca- 
demic and financial counseling and 
expanding priority admission for 
veterans. These efforts will greatly 
benefit veterans returning to the uni- 
versity system, Weston said. 

“There’s a lot of good coming 
out of it. It’s going to be a really 
great thing, not just at this campus, 
but across the whole CSU system.” 

Sac State’s website for veteran 
affairs was recently revised to be 
more user friendly and easy to navi- 
gate, Weston said. In fact, it was 
used as the model for all 23 CSU 
campuses. The website is a crucial 
tool in communicating with future 
students because of distance and 
time differences, he added. 

The department is also ready to 
implement other projects that have 
been in the works. Weston said he 
hopes a network comprised of facul- 
ty and students will connect veter- 
ans with their peers. 

“Tt will provide contacts in dif- 
ferent departments so that students 
ean’go talk about their academics or 
other things they are struggling 
with,” he said. “In the military you 
develop such a bond with other 
service folks, so it’s very therapeutic 
to be around people that went 
through the same things and have 
the same types of stories as you.” 

Senior Adam Benavides, a math 
major, said this network would help 
veterans. 

“T was in a situation where I 
couldn’t relate to anybody,” he said 
of his return to school from the mil- 
itary. “I think that would have defi- 
nitely helped me.” 

Benavides, an avionics techni- 
cian who worked on F-15 fighter 
planes during his two years in the 
Air Force, is completing his educa- 
tion through the Reserve Officer 
Training Corps program, where he 
remains a member of the armed 
forces. Upon graduating, he will 
return to active duty as a commis- 
sioned second lieutenant. It is a 
move he looks forward to. 

“The adjustment that is neces- 
sary is leaps and bounds,” he said. 
“You have to realize that you’ve 
been through things that other peo- 
ple haven’t and, likewise, you 
haven’t been through what college 


people have been through.” 


Weston said this is a common 
situation. He is working to ease 
those concerns by meeting with 
each individual to develop an aca- 
demic plan and address any other 


pertinent issues. 

While statistics have yet to be 
compiled concerning growth in vet- 
erans returning to college campuses, 
Weston said he has seen a definite 
increase. 

‘More and more veterans are 
contacting us now,” he said. “But 
we want those numbers to keep 
going up.” He said the governor’s 
initiative will also help nail down 
measures to evaluate the program’s 
effectiveness. 


Soldier vs. student 

Transitioning out of the military 
groove is something Kroom knows 
will not be easy. Currently stationed 
as a Staff sergeant in military intelli- 
gence with the 4th Infantry Division 
in Baghdad, Kroom is on his third 
overseas deployment and his second 
in Iraq. He has been there for 10 
months. 

While he knows challenges lie 
ahead, he is ready to embrace them. 

“T am ready to get at it,” Kroom 
said in an e-mail. “Not to mention, 
have a little fun in the process.” 

Kroom originally joined the mili- 
tary to finance college but soon felt a 
calling to stay in the service and.con- 
tinue fighting for his country, he said. 

“After my first enlistment was 
up, I realized a true spirit of patriot- 
ism had emerged in me, and I raised 
my hand for four more years of 
service,” Kroom said. “Now it’s 
time to pursue my original goal and 
finish my education.” 

Weston said he looks forward to 
welcoming Kroom and ensuring 
that veterans have the necessary 
resources to achieve such goals. 

“Even though our primary goal 
here is to process and get them their 
payment, we’re here to help them 
with any need they have,’ Weston 
said. ““We’re here to serve the veter-

ans. 


Funds 

Weston refers to the GI Bill, a 
fund that soldiers can pay into during 
their service and then withdraw from 
afterwards for education. The 
monthly payout is currently $1,034, 
with 96 percent of soldiers contribut- 
ing to the fund. But Weston is both- 
ered by the fact that most veterans 
don’t take advantage of the stipend. 

Margita Thompson, press secre- 
tary for the governor, also hopes 
more veterans will begin claiming 
the educational benefits available to 
them. 

‘For military personnel, only 
half of those eligible take advantage 
of the GI Bill, which guarantees 





fourth winner of the award. 

Matthews, who is_ studying 
career counseling and is a single 
mother, didn’t always know her life 
would take on the path that it has. 

After receiving her bachelor’s 
degree in social psychology from 
University of Nevada, Reno, 
Matthews got married and had a son. 

Matthews said she decided to 
take a break from school to raise her 
son and enjoy being a wife. 

However, she said she later real- 
ized the importance of getting into a 
profession that used her skills and 
changed people’s lives. 

Although Matthews had experi- 
ence as a social worker and has 
always enjoyed helping people, it 
wasn’t until she took career counsel- 
ing courses at American River 
College that she knew that’s what 
she wanted to do. 


“Tt’s very positive,’ Matthews 
said. “I felt that it’s rewarding to 
help people find what kind of career 
they want to do. It’s such an impor- 
tant aspect of their lives, I want to 
help people through the process.” 

After putting her education on 
hold to raise her son and after losing 
her job due to car accident injuries, 
Matthews decided to return to school 
for further education. Upon entering 
Sac State to pursue a master’s degree 
in career counseling, Matthews visit- 
ed the scholarship office and the 
Institutional Scholarship Application 
Process, in which the scholarship 
office searches for available scholar- 
ship Opportunities and matches the 
applicant up with all the scholarships 
he or she qualifies for, Morris- 
Henderson said. 

Although Matthews, who is 49 
years old, said she knows she’s not 
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the typical college student, she 
never felt unwelcome in her classes. 

‘In my field everyone’s very 
accepting and helpful toward one 
another,’ Matthews said. “Even the 
younger students, I don’t notice any 
difference.” 

Matthews said she always 
encourages people to go back to 
school and pursue their dreams. 
Many people are stressed out being 
stuck at a job they don’t enjoy, and 
it’s just not worth it, Matthews said. 

It’s a competitive world and edu- 
cation and degrees are necessary for 
people to succeed, she said. 

“This is something I will never 
forget,” Matthews said. “I will 
always remember it as a high point 
of my life.”

funding for education,” she said 
through Bob Maile, her spokesman. 

Weston, who graduated from 
Sac State in 2005 with a degree in 
government, used the GI Bill to 
finance his undergraduate studies. 
Now, the stipend is also helping him 
pay for part-time law school classes. 

In addition to work, academic 
and family commitments, Weston 
also visits community colleges and 
military bases to encourage veterans 
to consider going back to school. 


“T tell them I’ve been through it,” 
Weston said. “And that it opens up a 
whole lifetime of possibilities that 
would never have been possible 
without taking that first step.” 


Looking Ahead 


When he takes his first step on 
the Sac State campus in January, 
Kroom. knows it will be a change. 
He is aware that he will be referred 
to as “Tom” instead of “staff ser- 
geant” and that he will have to 


adjust to a completely new lifestyle. 
But he is confident that wherever he 
goes, he will be able to draw on the 
strengths he honed during his years 
as a soldier. 

“The army instilled in me a will 
to succeed,” he said. “Now my 
future can take me anywhere I want 


it to.”

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and pollution and by becoming healthi- 
er,’ Appleby said. 

Appleby took a class on planning at 
UC Davis, where he learned that there 
are three components to planning: the 
legislative aspect, the ministerial aspect 
and the citizen enforcement. 

‘The system was actually set up to 
work that way,’ Appleby said. “Citizen 
enforcement and advocacy was intend- 
ed to keep the system honest and on 
track.” 

Futhermore, Appleby said the 
California Environmental Quality Act 
requires public input hearings and a 
whole list of findings whenever an insti- 
tution does anything. 

Facilities Services Associate Vice 
President Ron Richardson said anyone 
can attend Transportation Advisory 
Committee meetings to learn about the 
project’s updates. 

“The TAC is an open committee,” 
Richardson said. “Nothing is secret or 
hidden in terms of what we’re trying to 


do with the Bicycle Master Plan, or any 
construction projects.” 

Appleby said the current plan 
requires state and federal government to 
get the funding, and that the funding for 
the project is federal. The master plan 
was approved in Sept. 2001, and it 
included a peripheral circulation of 
bikeways, plus cross-campus circula- 
tion. 

In March 2003, a UTAPS advisory 
group announced that the segment lead- 
ing from Hornet Crossing to Amador 
Hall was scratched from the current 
plan, Appleby said. 

Appleby said the reason why it’s 
important for the campus to have the 
path is because bicyclists want greater 
access to the campus’ center. 

“Tf you’ re going to come in at Hornet 
Crossing, they’re asking you to ride 
your bicycle all the way around cam- 
pus,’ Appleby said. “And park over by 
the Guy West Bridge and then walk to 
the Library, or the (University) Union, 
or Amador.” 


“The explanation for the athletic 
field as the reason that they can’t have 
this path is something I hadn’t heard, but 
it could be easily mitigated with chain 
link fencing. It’s not an impossibility,” 
Appleby said. “My concern is that the 
bicycle users weren’t included any- 
where in this process.” 

Richardson said Facilities Services 
identified about $3 million worth of 
things that could be done for the Bike 
Master Plan. 

“Usually, a master plan means that 
you're going to do things in phases as 
funds are available,” Richardson said. 

Richardson said Caltrans granted the 
university funds to begin the master plan 
through the Sacramento Area Council of 
Governments, an organization that deals 
with transportation issues. However, the 
university did not get the full $3 million, 
but instead got about $700,000, limiting 
what the university was able to do. 

“We only got about $700,000,” 
Richardson said. “That allowed us to do 
the design, hire construction inspectors 


and do construction in the neighborhood 
of about $500,000, and that’s what 
we re doing right now.” 

The project is currently underway 
with the renovation of the current bicy- 
cle path on State . 
University Drive RUA Ge 
West. It is being

Richardson added that some funds 
will go toward adding bike racks and 
lockers in various areas. The locations 
of these additions have not been deter- 
mined, but Facilities Services will work 
with the ‘Transportation Advisory 
Commitment to pick relevant areas.

tional funds, has increased the budg- 
et for these aspects to an estimated 
$408,000. The total ASI revised 
budget is $10,140,090. The addi- 
tion of $268,000 will be annual. 

Originally, it was a requirement 
at Sacramento State for one-third of 
student-voted fees to go to financial 
aid programs. The additional funds 
ASI received came from a vote by 
the student body and Gonzalez in 
spring 2004 to stop the one-third of 
student-voted fees to go toward 
financial aid. 

In spring 2005, the Student Fee 
Advisory Committee made its pro- 
posal to Gonzalez that the fees go 
toward ASI, and the proposal was 
approved under the previously men- 
tioned circumstances. 

With the money being pulled 
away from financial aid and toward 
ASI, it can best benefit students, 
Huang said, by helping add more 
career divisions on campus and cre-

r those of you who have attended a 
PHscanens State football game (all 400 of 
you), it is quite obvious that our school lacks

Angelides eal prevail in 
eubernatorial debate

Schwarzenegger: a 
stand-up governor 


chwarzenegger was sworn in as the governor 

f California. Prior to his term, he spent his 
days making movies and making millions while 
Gray Davis continued to drive California into the 
financial toilet. The recall election brought a 
debate to campus and it’s back again this time 
around. 

On Saturday, Schwarzenegger and his 
Democratic challenger, Phil Angelides, will 
debate in Capistrano Hall. Since students will not 
be allowed in without an invite (which is a whole 
other issue in itself) I’m going to tell you ahead of 
time who is going to win it -- The Governator.

It improves compensation and teacher distri- 
bution, makes it easier for out-of-state teachers to 
seek California accreditation and improves new 
teacher and intern support with mentoring pro- 
grams. SB 1655 helps schools to hire quality 


teachers in low-performing _ schools.

We all feed off of 
his energy,” Infausto said. “If you 
have any questions about running 
or anything, you pretty much just 
go to him.” 

“He’s definitely upbeat. He’s 
always joking and being a loud 
guy,’ Szehner said with a laugh. 
“When you’re in a bad mood, he’ Il 
cheer you up. He’s never really in a 
bad mood.” 

Vogl also keeps the group of 
runners close, arranging team outings 
outside of practice, Szehner said. 

“We’ve gone rafting, to his 
cabin, and have had a whole bunch 
of barbecues,” Szehner said. 

Coach Rodney Rothoff talks to 
the leader regularly about the 
team’s performance and morale and 
works with him to get the team on. 
the same page. :

leader. 

“The biggest thing is you can’t 
develop a leader without helping 
him out,” Rothoff said. ““We’ ve 
been helping him with his 
confidence as a leader.”

Along with fellow students and group 
members Jessica Cleveland, James W. 
. Morris, Ashley Patton and Lindsey Watts, 
Sweeney is providing free public relations 
assistance to a Sacramento nonprofit 
organization that successfully pushed to 
pass Senate Bill 547. SB 547 established a

pilot project in Sacramento County which 
targets repeat drunken drivers by 
impounding their vehicles. 

The hands-on project is the centerpiece 
of the public relations planning and man- 
agement course, in which students com- 
plete actual public relations projects for 
nonprofit clients and one state agency. 

Professor Sigrid Bathen is a journalist 
and PR consultant who teaches journalism 
and communications-courses part-time at 
Sac State. Bathen said responses from past 
clients have been positive. 

“The clients, by and large, have been 
extremely satisfied,” Baihci said, adding 
that each group project has different 
requirements based on the organization’s 
needs. “The projects provide important 
real-world experience for the students as 
well as valuable PR assistance for the non- 
profits, which often have little funding for 
PRY’ 

Other clients this semester include the 
National Alliance for the Mentally Il- 
California, Elk Grove Community Food 
Bank Services, the Mercy Foundation, the 
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WIND Youth Center and the California 
Department of Fish and Game. 

Sweeney’s group members agreed that 
the vast needs of the SB 547 project caught 
their attention. And while none of them 
have been affected personally by drunken 
driving, the potential impact of the bill was 
alluring. 

“T felt it was an opportunity to be able 
to put our names on something that could 
one day be a statewide program,” Patton, a 
senior in communications said. “It would 
be great to say we were part of this pro- 
gram at the beginning.” 

“They needed so much, so it was a real- 
ly good opportunity,’ Sweeney said. 
‘““We’re going in there and giving them our 
opinion.” 

The group’s expertise is greatly valued 
by Dr. Leon Owens, the director of the 
Trauma Care Program at Sacramento’s 
Mercy San Juan Hospital; and the architect 
of the project. The students’ enthusiasm 
energizes the other volunteers helping with 
the initiative, he said.

Area hip-hop acts, Zion I and Crown City 
Rockers as well as Sacramento band, Bucho. 

Following the show, Deuce Eclipse will 
open for Zion I and The Grouch, kicking off a 
tour to promote Zion I’s new album in Long 
Beach, Calif., on Oct. 7. 

Performing under the moniker Deuce 
Eclipse, Jorge Guerrero is used to the travel 
and long tours. 

“Tt’s a grind every night,” he said in a tele- 
phone interview. Though it is hard work, it 
has been more or less enjoyable for the 33- 
year-old rapper. 

“T’ve seen the world through music. I’ve 
been all over the planet.” 

It’s no wonder that Guerrero has come up 
with the perfect phrase to describe his work 
ethic as well as his Nicaraguan culture. 
“Oywalk” is a combination of the “oy” 
“Nicoya” (a nickname for Nicaraguans) and 
“hoy,” Spanish for “today.” Ending in 
“walk,” the term means, “Every day you gotta 
walk until you can’t walk no more,’ Guerrero 
said. He also uses “oywalk” to refer to 
American-born Nicaraguans like himself, 
similar to the use of Chicano for Mexican- 
Americans. 

As a first generation Nicaraguan born in 
the United States, Guerrero pays tribute to his 
heritage through his music, often lacing tracks 
with Spanish in order to reach out to fellow 
Latinos and let them know they are being rep- 
resented. 

While the hip-hop genre is often tied to 
African-American ethnicity, a surge of multi- 
cultural rappers like Guerrero have brought 
their own unique styles and perspectives to 
the microphone. 

‘There haven’t been a lot of hip-hop artists 
from Nicaragua. He’s one of the first,” said 


Tim House, a friend of Guerrero and a man- 
ager for Zion I. House explained on the phone 
that he is currently looking out for Guerrero 
while he seeks new management. 

Guerrero credits artists like Rico Pabon, a 
Puerto Rican rapper, and Shingo, a Japanese 
hip-hop artist, for “bringing a whole new 
dynamic to the music.” Hip-hop has expand- 
ed from being just about the music to becom- 
ing a universal culture, Guerrero said. 

Many of Guerrero’s songs revolve around 
cultural themes. 

“First Generation’ talks about the story of 
a family that comes from another country and 
takes root in the United States - kind of like 
my situation,” Guerrero said. The song is also 
featured on “The Radio Plantation,” his 
newest album. 

Guerrero’s songs also acknowledge socio- 
political issues. 

‘T’m always trying to put some kind of 
substance on issues in the world today, but I 
don’t try to hammer you with it,’ Guerrero 
said. 

This focus has set Deuce Eclipse apart 
from a pool of hip-hop artists who center their 
lyrics on wealth, women and power. This is 
prevalent in “The Radio Plantation,” a title 
that Guerrero chose to challenge the lifestyles 
of the rich and famous in the music industry. 

“T look at the music industry like a planta- 


' tion; it takes its artists, makes them look good, 


gives them a lot of money - but in the end they 
got nothing,” Guerrero said. “You gotta pay 
back the label.” 

- Guerrero also said that the meaning of 
“The Radio Plantation” stems from his 
artistry. 

‘Tm planting seeds (and) my music are 
the flowers that bloom.” 

Defining his sound as “indigenous noise,” 
Guerrero lays down a steady flow of vibrant 
lyricism to hypnotic and exotic beats generat- 
ed by producer, Soleil, on “The Radio 
Plantation.” 

Known for producing beats for Bay Area 
rappers like Equipto and Andre Nickatina, 
Soleil met Guerrero when he was doing sound 
design and production for the all-Latino the- 
ater group, Teatro Clandestino, based in San 
Francisco. Guerrero played a graffiti artist, 
one of the main characters. Soleil was famil- 
iar with Guerrero’s MC skills from various 
groups and the two started working on an 
album. 

‘He has a sound developed for all ages,” 
Soleil said on the phone. “It’s musically com- 
plex.” 

While Guerrero cites Public Enemy, 
Boogie Down Productions and N.W.A. as 
early influences, hip-hop wasn’t the first dish 
in his musical diet.

Zion I will perform a free show tonight at 
7:30 p.m. at Serna Plaza provided by 
UNIQUE Programs.

The album received much 
acclaim, being named the Independent 
Album of the Year by “The Source” maga- 
zine. 

Since then, Zion [ has released “Deep 
Water Slang V2.0” in 2003 and “True & 
Livin’” in 2005. Each album demonstrates 
the duo’s solid creativity. MC Zion’s social- 
ly conscious lyricism effortlessly flows 
through Amp Live’s lush instrumental and 
electronic beats. The songs often center on 
themes of unity, family, politics and spiritu- 
ality.

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Macher’s most memorable moments from Iraq 
were the Iraqi children always being so happy to see 
the soldiers. He also remembers the great enthusiasm 
from the soldiers while they were there. 

Everyone who serves in Iraq has his or her own 
personal experiences, Macher said. His mission was 
mainly taking care of his soldiers. His experience in 
Iraq also made him appreciate the time he has here on 
Earth. 

Macher did not come back from Iraq with a nega- 
tive attitude, he said. When he joined the military, 
there was not a war going on, and he now has more 
gratitude for those young soldiers willing to serve. 

Now that Macher is back from Iraq, he is on a 
three-year temporary assignment as a military science 
instructor at Sacramento State. His time served in Iraq 
taught him to “appreciate the time you got.” He has a 
greater admiration for the young individuals joining 
the military, in the midst of war. 

“Those young kids out there are doing a hell of a 
job,” Macher said. 

He serves as a leader for potential recruits and pre- 
pares them for joining the military. When individuals 
come to him, Macher tries to make sure that they are 
joining for the right reasons, not merely to receive 
rank, but that they have an urge to serve their country, 
Macher said. 

“Tf it’s in their heart to serve, by all means, we as 
leaders support them,” Macher said. 

Andrew Tillman, a cadet in the Army ROTC pro- 





gram says Macher, as an instructor, has‘done his job of 
instructing the cadets and giving them basic skills, 
while displaying a very professional attitude. 

Macher said he enjoys serving the nation and being 
a part of the Sac State ROTC program to help shape 
the minds of young soldiers. He also enjoys being a 
positive influence and role model to those potential 
recruits. 

“The ROTC program here has a great group of 
young people who want to serve and achieve some- 
thing that sets them apart,” Macher said. “Seeing them 
participate is a highlight of my day.” 

Jason Tanco, a completion cadet who finished the 
ROTC program at Sac State while earning his degree 
in kinesiology, said Macher mentored him last spring 
semester on how to prepare to be a better officer in the 
future.

‘They’ re like a breath of fresh air,” Owens said in 
a telephone interview. “Their presence adds a sense of 
vitality to what it is we’re doing.” 

After his family suffered personal tragedy — the 
death of his 21-year-old son Jacob in a single-car acci- 
dent as a result of impaired driving in 2002 — Dr. 
Owens resolved to champion new efforts that would 
make it more difficult for drunken drivers to get behind 
the wheel. He approached Senator Dave Cox (R-Fair 
Oaks) and the two worked together to create a program 
that targets repeat drunken drivers who have previous- 
ly been convicted. 

Senators Jack Scott, D-Altadina, and Tom 
Torlakson, D-Antioch, also supported the initiative. 

The bill was signed into law by Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger in September and gave the project 
two years, starting Jan. 1, 2007, to evaluate its effec- 
tiveness. Depending on the results, the program may 
then be implemented across the state. 

‘Senator Cox felt that something needed to be 
done,”’ Peter DeMarco, communications director for the 
senator, said in a telephone interview. According to 
DeMarco, not only does the program, funded with a 
grant from the California Office of Traffic Safety, allow 
for a vehicle to be impounded for up to 30 days, but it 
also makes repeat offenders immediately eligible for an 
intervention program and refers them to treatment. 

Treatment is an integral component of the pilot 
project, senior communications major Morris said. 

“Once you get your vehicle impounded, you’ re also 
entered into a treatment program,” Morris said. “They 
say that, on average, a person drives drunk 300 times 
before being arrested, so Dr. Owens feels that treat- 
ment is necessary.” 

Sweeney and her team will be involved in many 
different promotional aspects of the project, including 
compiling a media kit, assisting in the creation of a 
logo and slogan and helping with fundraising efforts. 
They are also planning a press conference to be held 
Oct. 11. The group pee to be able to give the pro- 


gram the basic tools to get its feet off the ground and 
move forward to where it needs to go, Sweeney said. 

“Dr. Owens has really high goals for the program, 
and I hope that we can start him on the path to getting 
to those goals,” she said. | 

Patton said she hopes the group’s efforts will help 
inform the public about the consequences of drinking 
and driving and how vehicle impounding may be able 
to help reduce alcohol-related accidents. 

‘Tm really hoping that we pull together a success- 
ful product that they are able to actually use and distrib- 
ute it to the media,” she said. “And we want to help 
shed more light on the subject.” 

Ultimately, the students hope the bill will eventual- 
ly be implemented statewide as well as nationally — a 
vision shared by Owens. 

“The essence of the program is to make the oppor- 
tunity for a teachable moment for an impaired driver 
and get them to change their behavior,’ he said. 
‘“(Impounding their vehicle is) the specific deterrent.” 

He said the program also plans to use advertising to 
get the public to change its behavior in terms of drink- 
ing and driving. In addition to providing much-needed 
help to get the program up and running, Owens said the 
Sac State students offer fresh ideas and perspectives. 

‘They provide insight from a different demograph- 
ic,” he said. “They will help make us current in respect 
to what media does now and what messages are appro- 
priate for public attention.” 

The students are equally excited about being on 
board. 

“I feel that it is definitely a tool in lowering DUI 
rates,” Patton said. “I hope it will persuade people to 
think twice before putting keys in a vehicle after drink- 
ing.” 

“Tt would be awesome to know that we were part of 
the beginning of such an exciting project,” Cleveland, 
a senior in communications, said.

“My dad was the first music I ever heard,” he said. 

Guerrero’s father played acoustic guitar and sang folk 
songs in Spanish. He also performed popular American 
rock music to audiences in Nicaragua. Growing up in a 
musical household, Guerrero recalls that he naturally 
wanted to be a performer because that was what his 
father did. 

“T always had a vision of being that way,” he said. 

Fueled by hip-hop’s fruition and growing popularity 
on radio and television, Guerrero has been rapping since 
he was nine years old. When he was older, he performed 
in Bay Area groups like K.O.T. and The Full Deck 
before going solo about six years ago. “It’s more diffi- 


cult in a sense where everything rests on your shoul- . 


ders,” said Guerrero of the transition. 

Despite the challenges, Guerrero’s solo career is tak- 
ing flight, thanks to his talent and ambition. 

‘He’s a five-tier b-boy,” said House. “He’s mastered 
all elements.” This means being able to MC, beat-box, 
DJ, breakdance and spray graffiti. 

Since his solo debut, Deuce Eclipse has put out three 
albums: “It’s the Hour” in 2001, “The Radio Plantation” 
and “‘Where’s the Oywalk,” a compilation of previously 
unreleased tracks released this year and only available at 
shows. He has had numerous collaborations with 
D.U.S.T. and Zion I, regarding MC Zion as one of his 
best friends. Besides Soleil, he has also worked with 
producers Amp Live and J-Boogie. 

Deuce Eclipse already has three more albums in the 
works. One of them is again with Soleil. 

“Tt’s called ‘The Oywalkout’ — [referring to] all the 


walkouts Latinos were doing in California,” Soleil said. 
The walkouts were in response to a march for immigrant 
rights. The album is estimated to be released by the end 
of this year. 

Deuce Eclipse is currently unsigned, preferring to put 
albums out independently or sell them individually to a 
label. ‘The Radio Plantation” was released under 
Raptivism Records. “I don’t really want to be signed to 
a label right now where I have to give them something 
like five albums,” Guerrero said. “As an artist, I have to 
maintain my freedom.” 

Guerrero said he raps under “freedom style,” again 
adding to his personal lexicon. “I’m big on words,” he 
said with a laugh. The phrase was coined to mean “The 
freedom to be able to create openly, freely - to create 
something from nothing.” 

He believes this is important for any artist. “You 
have the freedom to do any style you want, just look into 
yourself and cultivate who you are,” he added. His moti- 
vation to rap comes from this need. 

‘Creating music heals me,” Guerrero said. “That’s 
the no. 1 reason I do it.”
